Break Ground For 
New Church Edifice 



New Methodist Church Which Is to Be Ready Next April 



Methodist Ceremonies Sunday 

Attended by 350 

People. 



PASTOR TURNS EARTH 



Impressive ceremonies attended by 
350 people marked the ground break- 
ing for the new Methodist Episcopal 
Church at Essex and Price Avenues, 
Narberth, last Sunday. 

Brief addresses by the pastor, the 
Rev. Samuel MacAdams, Dr. Harry 
M. Chalfont, Dr. George M. Brod- 
head, pastor of the Kensington Metho- 
dist Church, and Hon. Fletcher W. 
Stites, featured the service, which also 
included singing by the congregation, 
scripture reading and prayer. The 
church quartette rendered an anthem 
and George W. Wetherill sang the 
tenor solo, "How Lovely Are Thy 
Dwellings." 

The first spade of earth was turned 
by the pastor, Mr. MacAdams, on be- 
half of the trustees, and the official 
board of the church. Fletcher W. 
Stites. superintendent of the church 
school, dug the second spade and Mrs. 
A. \V. Ward, superintendent of the 
primary department of the school and 
president of the Ladies' Aid Society, 
the third. 

Benediction was pronounced by the 
Rev. Robert E. Keighton, pastor of 
the Baptist Church of the Evangel. 
Other ministers present were the Rev. 
W. H. Aspril, pastor of the Gladvvyne 
Methodist Church, and the Rev. Cletus 
A. Senft, pastor of Holy Trinity Luth- 
eran Church. 

The building, which will be late 
English gothic, will have, in addition 
to the sanctuary, a large auditorium 
with two side galleries, which will be 
used for the Sunday school, and so- 
cial and recreational purposes. A 
modern kitchen, departments for be- 
ginners, primary and junior scholars 
will be included. An attractive feature 
■will be- a church lounge with a large 
fireplace, bay window and other in- 
teresting details. A fine organ with 
echo and chimes will also be installed 
through the generosity of Floyd W. 
Woodcock. 

Actual work on the operation com- 
menced Tuesday morning. The con- 
tractor hopes to complete the work by 
April, 1930.

The funeral of Ernest B. Cozens, 
of Bryn Mawr Avenue, Wynnewood, 
graduate manager of athletics at the 
University of Pennsylvania, who died 
suddenly of heart attack in his office 
last Saturday, was held Tuesday at 2 
P. M. at 1820 Chestnut Street. It was 
in charge of John R. Hart, chaplain 
of the University, and was attended by 
many officials of the University, by 
members of the gridiron and varsity 
P clubs and by representatives of 
many colleges. Private burial took 
place in Holy Sepulchre Cemetery. 

Mr. Cozens, who was captain and 
ail-American centre on the Pennsyl- 
vania football team in 1910, had been 
playing in a varsity-alumni baseball 
game on Friday, and the exertion is 
said to have brought on the fatal heart 
attack. Despite warnings to "take it 
easy," "Ernie," as he was known to 
his friends, played strenuously, catch- 
ing for several innings and smashing 
out a three-base hit and a single. 

His death came without warning 
when he was sitting in his office in 
Weightman Hall discussing the game 
of the day before with some friends. 

"Ernie" Cozens was born at Had- 
donfield, N. J., and his athletic career 
began at Haverford School. He was 
even then a six-footer, weighing 165 
pounds, and, as captain of his school 
team in 1906, led it in defeating the 
University of Pennsylvania freshmen. 
The following year, entering Penn, he 
immediately found a place on its 
freshman team and in 1908 was a 
member of one of the University's 
most famous elevens, which went 
through the season without loss of a 
game. He continued playing until he 
was graduated in 1911, and as cap- 
tain in 1910 was chosen as All-Amer- 
ica centre. He also played 'varsity 
baseball three years. He was con- 
sidered one of the best catchers the 
Red and Blue ever had. 

As a mark of respect to Mr. Cozens 
the baseball game scheduled between 
the University of Pennsylvania and 
Iowa on Franklin Field Saturday 
afternoon was called off. 

Mr. Cozens is survived by his wife, 
the former Miss Amelia Schmertz, of 
Pittsburgh, and four children, Ernest 
B., Jr., 12; Amelia, 9; William, 5, and 
Lee, 2.

Reminiscent for his valiant but vain 
stand against the experienced "Rube" 
McKenty, the man who occupied the 
hill as Narberth won the 1928 gon- 
falon, Nick Lyon came back to the 
local diamond to help give Narberth a 
9-5 win over 20th Ward, one of the 
leading ball clubs of the Quaker City 
League in a twilight game Wednes- 
day. Never this season was there a 
more enigmatic boxman on the local 
slab who was so highly praised for his 
efficient ability as a pitcher. Every 
man of the rival nine returned to their 
dugout with the same predominating 
remark, "I can't see them." 

Gilfillan and Young were the stellar 
performers for this night-cap encoun- 
ter, the former in a Ruthian role as he 
met one of Cannally's fast balls for a 
perfect four-master far into the blue 
in right, accounting for two runs, while 
Young played a dexterous game in 
that same inning when he allowed 
Mulligan to reach first by drawing the 
pitcher's attention to him as he took 
a lead off third, whereupon the pitcher 
threw to third in endeavor to run him 
down, but when the third baseman 
missed the throw Mulligan went on to 
second and Young crossed. 

For the first time during his connec- 
tion with the Narberth Club, Mulligan 
was transferred to second base, Gil- 
fillan holding down his former posi- 
tion at shortstop.

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The campaign inaugurated several 
years ago to give Narberth 100 per 
cent, paved streets came to a success- 
ful conclusion Monday night when 
petitions were filed with the Highway 
and Sewer Committee of Council by 
property owners of Grove Place and 
Rockland Road, indicating their readi- 
ness to stand their share of paving 
those streets according to the terms of 
the Street Improvement Bond Issue. 

With the filing of Wynnewood 
Court's petition at the May meeting 
of Council there remains in doubt only 
the section of Haverford Avenue from 
Essex to Conway Avenues. The 
property owners on the north side of 
the street have all signified their readi- 
ness to bear their share of the expense, 
but negotiations with the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, the abutting property owner 
for half of the street, have not yet 
been completed. It is highly prob- 
able, however, that the way will be 
cleared for the paving of this street 
also this year. 

Rockland Avenue, which had been 
the thorn in the side of Council in 
the matter of the petition, went over 
the top with a bang at the last mo- 
ment. The total frontage of the street 
is 2029 feet (both sides). The amount 
required to qualify for paving under 
the terms of the Street Improvement 
Bond Issue was 1393 front feet. A 
landslide of signatures by property 
owners on Monday made the total 
1509 feet. 

Bids were opened by President 
Leitch at the opening of Council meet- 
ing Monday night for the paving of 
Wynnewood Court, Grove Place, 
Rockland Avenue from the railroad to 
Narberth Avenue, and Haverford Ave- 
nue from Essex to Conway. The bids 
were as follows: R. L. Evans, Ambler, 
$26,639.96; Ramsdel! Co., Philadel- 
phia, $24,189.50; F. Guy Myers Co., 
Philadelphia, $28,026.15; Benjamin 
Foster, Philadelphia, $28,027.55; Knox 
Mariana Co., Ardmore, $24,325.48; 
Suburban Construction Co., Ardmore, 
$23,640.50. 

The bids are under consideration by 
the borough engineers and action will 
be taken at a special meeting of Coun- 
cil next Monday night.

The Narberth School Board's pro- 
gram for increased physical education 
facilities and instruction came to a 
head at the June meeting of the Board 
on Monday afternoon when a full- 
time man was hired for the recently- 
created post of director of physical 
education and recreation. The Board 
also authorized the hiring of two 
assistant women teachers for the sum- 
mer to assist at the community and 
school playgrounds. They will as- 
sume their duties July 1. 

The Grounds Committee was 
authorized to purchase playground 
equipment for the school playground 
and to re-equip the community play- 
ground. This will be installed by July 
1. 

The new director of physical edu- 
cation and recreation, whose name has 
not been released by the Board due to 
the formality of registering his cre- 
dentials in this State, will have full 
charge of the recreation work of the 
school both during the school term 
and during vacations. With the as- 
sistance of two teachers through the 
summer, it is expected that a new era 
of supervised play for the school chil- 
dren will be inaugurated this year. 

The summer school, which will be 
conducted again in the borough by ad- 
vanced students from the school of 
education at the University of Penn- 
sylvania, will open Monday, July 1. 
It will include grades four to eight, in- 
stead of five to eight as was previously 
announced. It provides a fine oppor- 
tunity either to make up work missed 
or to gain advanced credits. Any stu- 
dents or mothers interested should get 
in touch immediately with Principal 
George H. Wilson at the Narberth 
School. 
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Wouldn't Tliis Be Nice? 

The prospect of having stairs from 
the station platform to the Narberth 
Avenue bridge is a pleasing one to 
commuters whom it would save from 
one to two blocks' walk. Time would 
be saved in getting home in the eve- 
ning, not to mention the additional 
chance of late starters making their 
train by means of this short cut. 

At present there are steps from the 
platform down to Essex Avenue; why 
not some at the other end to Nar- 
berth Avenue? At present it reminds 
one of a subway station with an ex- 
tremely long platform and the exits all 
bunched at one end. 

The new platform on the north side 
now extends up to the bridge. True 
it is pleasanter to disembark from a 
long train onto a platform instead of 
wallowing around among tracks and 
dirt piles, but it would be better yet if 
one could ascend stairs at that end of 
the platform and cut out at least two 
or three blocks of unnecessary walk- 
ing. 

100 Per Cent. Paved Streets 

On the heels of the gratifying an- 
nouncement of county aid for Wynne- 
wood Avenue comes the completion 
of the petitions with the necessary 
signatures which will insure the paving 
of Rockland Road from Narberth Ave- 
nue to the railroad and of Grove Place 
this year. 

Wynnewood Court has already gone 
through the necessary procedure, being 
the first of the four unpaved streets in 
the borough to do so. 

In the advertising for bids Haver- 
ford Avenue from Essex to Conway 
was included, although whether this 
portion of the street is paved along 
with the others this year may depend 
on the willingness of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad to co-operate as it is the 
abutting property owner for half of 
the street. 

The grant of $8000 to the borough 
by the County Commissioners for 
Wynnewood Avenue is especially op- 
portune since without it only half of 
the road could have been repaired this 
year by the borough. Now the whole 
road from the pike to Windsor Avenue 
will be improved and a much better 
job done than otherwise would have 
been the case. 

Paving Rockland Road, which is a 
connecting street between the borough 
and Merion, will facilitate communica- 
tion to our business district from our 
storeless neighbor and will also im- 
press visitors entering the borough 
by that street much more favorably 
than did the bumpy reception the 
street was wont to offer. 

Few communities can boast of 100 
per cent, paved streets and such will 
be Narberth's position before the end 
of the summer. 



A 'Well-Baby' Clinic 

During the past week we received a 
communication from a Narberth 
mother who wants to know "Why is it 
that Narberth does not have a 'Well 
Baby Clinic' similar to that of Ard- 
more"-? 

Perhaps by supplying a little in- 
formation on the subject we may do 
her and other mothers a slight service. 

The "Well Baby Clinic" at Ardmore 
is one of four centers operated by the 
Community Health and Civic Associa- 
tion, whose headquarters is at 25 East 
Athens Avenue, Ardmore. In addition 
to Ardmore clinics operated are at 
Bryn Mawr, Oakmont and West 
Manayunk. The Ardmore clinic is 
open twice a week, that at Bryn Mawr 
twice a week and the Oakmont and 
West Manayunk clinics once a week. 
A doctor and nurse are in attendance 
at each clinic, at which thorough medi- 
cal examinations are given. No medi- 
cal work is performed at the clinics, 
but recommendations are made for the 
family physician. The chief purpose 
of the clinic is to "keep well babies 
well." 

Under the present arrangements 
Thursday afternoon from 2 to 3 P. M. 
is the time for babies from the Nar- 
berth district. The Welfare Commit- 
tee of the Women's Community Club 
provides transportation at this time 
for all mothers who wish to attend the 
clinic either accompanying or sending 
their babies. An average attendance 
of from fifteen to twenty children from 
the Narberth district has been the 
case. 

The principal reason why a centre 
has not been established in Narberth 
is the expense connected with the 
equipment and efficient operation of a 
clinic. The Women's Community 
Club would no doubt permit the use 
of their room in Elm Hall, but a clinic 
without equipment and skilled attend- 
ants is not good for much. 

At the present time the duplication 
of equipment and staff does not seem 
warranted in view of the easy access 
to the Ardmore centre made possible 



by the Welfare Committee of the Com- 
munity Club. If Narberth mothers 
had no means of transportation to the 
Ardmore centre the argument for es- 
tablishment of such a centre _ in the 
borough would gain considerable 
force. Until the number of babies 
from Narberth attending the clinic in- 
creases considerably the chances are 
against the establishment of a centre 
here. 

The Community Health and Civic 
Association is supported by the Wel- 
fare Federation, the Red Cross and 
by donations from the Lower Merion 
Board of Health and the Haverford 
Township Board of Health. The es- 
tablishment of a centre in the borough 
would no doubt necessitate some finan- 
cial support from the Narberth Board 
of Health, which it may or may not 
be prepared to give. 

Do Your Share 

During the next few days one hun- 
dred and fifty property owners in the 
borough will receive missives from the 
chairman of the Highway and Sewer 
Committee of Council calling atten- 
tion to minor sidewalk repairs on their 
property. 

Those who have received such no- 
tices in previous years may note that 
this year's notices are couched in more 
ingratiating language. In fact, they j 
achieve the double purpose of being 
both courteous and mandatory — no 
small accomplishment. 

The committee reports that though 
the number of necessary repairs is 
about the same as in previous years, 
the importance of such repairs is less. 

Well-cared-for sidewalks are an evi- 
dence of pride in one's community and 
always aid in making a good impres- 
sion on strangers. 

Any property owners who are in 
doubt as to what repairs are required 
should get in touch with the superin- 
tendent of public works, George B. 
Suplee, at Elm Hall, and he will be 
glad to make any explanations neces- 
sary. It might be added that it is to 
the advantage of all who receive such 
notices to have the work attended to 
promptly as there is a 10 per cent, 
penalty added to the cost if not done 
within the specified time.

UNCLE CY'S COLUMN 

This is the fourth of a series of 
articles on "Prohibition," express- 
ing the views of the columnist 

rather than the editorial policy of 

the news-magazine. 

Prohibition 

Immediately following the national 
prohibition act there came a period 
of adjustment. Conviviality was no 
longer legal. Alcoholic beverages 
could no longer be bought, transported 
or owned unless their acquisition had 
been prior to the act. Brewers and 
distillers were forced to look for new- 
businesses. Retail liquor dealers, 
saloonkeepers and others were forced 
to seek new employment. Those who 
had the means and inclination had 
stocked up with spirituous beverages; 
the others found themselves in an arid 
desert without an oasis in sight. 

As soon as people realized what had 
happened, abuses crept in. Old sup- 
plies of liquor were sold clandestinely 
to eager buyers. Moonshining sprang 
up and stills were set up by men in- 
competent to and careless about mak- 
ing anything fit to drink. The boot- 
legger became a reality, for those who 
were forbidden to drink took a keen 
delight in outwitting the law and in 
obtaining the forbidden fruit of the 
grape and the grain. Many who had 
never used alcohol before vented their 
irritation against such governmental 
supervision by starting to use illegal 
liquor. Boys and girls, who five years 
before would have shuddered at the 
thought of strong drink, not only in- 
dulged upon occasion, but "toted" 
flasks to dances and other parties. 
Where drunkenness had been frowned 
upon and abhorred, mild tipsiness be- 
came rather amusing to otherwise up- 
right people. 

This attitude brewed disrespect for 
the law so suddenly that officials, edu- 
cators, social workers and clergymen 
became alarmed and denounced these 
"scoftlaws" with great violence. Feel- 
ings ran high, and those who would 
drink heaped maledictions upon those 
who had deprived them of what they 
stated to be a time-honored privilege. 
There was much talk about a man's 
house being his castle, and an indi- 
vidual's right to govern his own con- 
duct and habits. The bitter foes of 
"John Barleycorn." the Anti-Saloon 
League and the W. C. T. U., were 
busier than ever. They now had their 
desired law, but they needed more 
machinery, more funds and more pub- 
lic approval to secure its support and 
enforcement. 

The class of those who drank gradu- 
ally shifted. The laborer who had 
formerly neglected to feed and clothe 
his family and had spent much of his 
wages in saloons began to save money. 
More and more of them acquired bank 
balances; some bought their own 
homes. They bought automobiles, 
phonographs, and, when the radio be- 
came popular, they were soon at the 
shops with their dollars. Those of 
their group who continued to quench 
their thirst could obtain only very in- 
ferior drinks. Many were sickened by 
the abominable stuff they bought and 
let it alone; others were blinded and 
not a few were killed. 

While these people were growing 
more independent economically, the 
wealthier folks were devising ways to 
obtain their spirits. Great combines 
of bootleggers managed to smuggle in 
liquor from abroad, from Canada, from 
Mexico, and, according to the public 
prints, from the Government ware- 
houses themselves. Doctors were im- 
portuned to issue prescriptions. Drug- 
gists were bullied into "cutting" what 
stock they could get. The habit of 
intemperate drinking quickly passed 
from the laboring class t< the wealth- 
ier strata of society. 

The situation became alarming to 
social tranquillity and the administra- 
social tranquility and the administra- 
tion of law. These forces have grown 
until we have reached the state which 
we must all recognize today. 

Next week we shall scrutinize the 
condition as we find it locally now.

Beetles Due Soon; 

Expert Gives Advice 

The Japanese beetle is due to arrive 
above ground about the end of this 
month. 

This was the prediction made by Loren 
B. Smith, senior entomologist in charge 
of the Japanese beetle laboratories of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, Moor- 
estown, N. J. "The first beetles are 
usually found about the second week in 
June," said Mr. Smith, "but they do not 
become plentiful, or cause much injury, 
until the last of the month or the first 
of July. 

Now is the time for property owners 
to begin spraying their shade trees and 
valuable plants, if they want them pro- 
tected. Use the coated lead arsenate at 
the rate of four pounds of the powder 
to fifty gallons of water. Apply this 
mixture with a good hand-sprayer or 
bucket pump. Cover all foliage. Throw 
a mist spray over the top and sides of 
the plant, coating both sides of the leaves. 

"We have found that traps are val- 
uable in catching beetles, but little or 
no good in protecting foliage from the 
pest. The average property owner, or 
fruit grower is interested in protecting 
his own plants and orchards, and so the 
spray. The farmer does not care how 
many beetles there may be in his orch- 
ard, as long as he is able to keep them 
from destroying the foliage and injuring 
the fruit. 

"Never place a trap without the use 
of arsenate spray on the foliage. There 
is no question but what traps will catch 
beetles, but it will bring ten beetles to 
a property where only one might be 
before the trap is set. A trap and un- 
sprayed foliage only invite troubles and 
result in defoliated plants."

Entitled "Something About 
Lower Merion," it traces the history of the township from its 
beginnings to the 1890's with many delightful digressions. 



Installment 12 

In which we visit the beautiful cemetery of 
West Laurel Hill. 

If we retrace our steps and go back 
toward Philadelphia, along the Lan- 
caster Turnpike, we still find the same 
succession of old taverns, the Red 
Lion, near the upper end of Ard- 
more, being the only one still used as 
a hotel. This is the great resort of 
bicycle clubs, quite different quests 
from the old-time sojourners, from 
wagons and stages. 

What a long, weary journey it must 
have been to Pittsburgh in a wagon. 
You might suppose teamsters and 
travelers would welcome a change. 
But no! such is the proverbial short- 
sightedness of human nature. When 
a railroad through Lower "Merion was 
first talked of, these teamsters and 
travelers were the first to oppose the 
innovation. Why? Because, they said, 
it will make horses good for nothing. 
And when, at last, the railroad was 
built the people were afraid to use it, 
and for years thereafter continued to 
travel with horses and wagons. 

Have I told all that I know of 



Lower Merion? Nearly; except that 
now that the Schuylkill Valley Rail- 
road has cut through its northwestern 
corner the people of the outside world 
will learn, more and more, what a 
beautiful resting place for our dead we 
have within our borders — West Laurel 
Hill. Not that I admire pretentious 
cemeteries — the little graveyard ad- 
joining the Lower Merion Meeting 
House suits my simple Quaker taste 
very much better; but I like West 
Laurel Hill because of its natural love- 
liness, its wonderfully beautiful pros- 
pects of rock and wood, vale and river. 
Had I been a member of the Anderson 
family with such a fair ancestral do- 
main as Maple Hill, scarce could I 
have consented to its change of name 
and nature. But, if it is fitting that 
the remains of the distinguished dead 
be laid among us, let me say that we 
have a Necropolis sufficiently magnifi- 
cent for the sepulchre of kings. 

This is all that I know of Lower 
Merion. My knowledge is chiefly of 
its past. Of its present let those tell 
more who know more, those who have 
entered into it as conquerors and who 



now possess the land. Of its future I 
can safely say that, like its past, this 
will be beautifully, heroically grand; 
the past is marked by humanity's con- 
stant endeavor. The future will be 
marked by humanity's triumphant suc- 
cess. Our Lower Merion will be, as 
it is, as it has been, the* world in 
miniature; our people of the past, the 
present, the future, typify all people 
— humanity toiling, humanity expec- 
tant, humanity crowned.
